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City and U.S. Officials to Seek Foreign Ties to

WASHINGTON, Oct. 25 — The chief 
spokesman for the Federal Bureau of In- 
vestigation said today that there would 
be a “major coordinated effort** be- 
tween Federal and local authorities to 
investigate ties between a wide range of 
domestic and foreign terrorist groups in 
the $1.6 million Brink's robbery in Rock- 
land County last week* \ 

But the spokesman,. Roger Young, 
said there was “no hard evidence^ yet 
of involvement of foreign *_ terrorist 
groups. V- ... y'i % 

“At this point,” he said, * 'we’re a long 
way from knowing what we have.” 

' “Why did they steal the money? How 
far does the network extend? It’s obvi- 
ous they were out to finance some* 
thing,* * he said* referring to the four per- 
sons charged in the incident, in which 
. "two policemen and a guard were killed.- . 

“When you have something as big as 
this, you leave all the doors open,” Mr. 
Young said. “You look into possible for- 
eign entanglements.”

But he added that if the agency gath- 
ered any information that bore on the in- 
cident, “we would pass it along to the 
State Department’s Office for Combat-

The possibility of links between radi- 
cal organizations in the United States 
and foreign terrorist groups was raised 
yesterday by Kenneth Walton, director 
of a joint Federal-New York City Ter- 
rorisnKTask Force. He is the F.B.I/s 
deputy assistant director in charge of 
the New York office: , ,
